SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The publication Private Start Your Engines also known as Start Your Engines is 
classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The DVD contains a feature previously examined by the Classification Office in video 
format. The video recording entitled Private Start Your Engines was classified as 
'Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years' with the descriptive note 'Contains explicit sex 
scenes'. The decision was registered on 12 March 2001. 

The DVD includes a trailer entitled Matador Nr. 5 which contains conduct and 
depictions which are of a highly degrading and dehumanising nature. 

The Classification Office also notes that this material has been excised from the 
feature version of the trailer previously examined and classified in video format. 

If excisions were made to the above content then a lesser restriction, that of 
objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years, would be sufficient to prevent such injury. Due to 
the DVD format of the publication excisions are not offered. The Classification Office 
has been advised that distributors are unable to excise DVDs in New Zealand. 
Consequently the classification of objectionable represents the minimum interference 
with the freedom of expression, as provided for under the New Zealand Bill of Rights 
Act 1990, consistent with preventing likely injury to the public good.
